Throughout  Cuba 
marsh  diseases  are  fast  disappearing  from  all 
the  unhealthy  districts  where  this,  tree  has 
been  introduced.  A  station-house,  again, 
at  one  end  of  the  rnilwny  viaduct  in  the  de¬ 
partment  of  tiie  Var  was  so  pestilential  that 
the  officials  could  ngt  be  kept  there  longer 
than  a  year  ;  forty  of  the  trees  were  planted, 
and  it  is  now  as.heulihy  as  any  other5  place 
on  the  line.  8uch  are  some  of  the  facts 
brought  forward  by  M.  Gilbert.  If  they 
are  well  established,  it  would  bp  most  desir¬ 
able  to  try  whether  the  eucalyptus  would 
thrive  on  the  west  coast  of  Africa  and  other 
malarious  districts  of  the  warmer  latitudes.

Kleptomania. 

On  Wednesday  of  last  week  two  women 
were  brought  before  Judge  Otterbourg,  at 
Essex  Market  Police  Court,  New  York, 
charged  with  theft.  One  was  a  very  respec¬ 
table  lady  of  fine  appearence,  tho  other  a 
widow,  both  in  middle  age.
